No one is concerned about stress 
on the runners, since opponents 
expect them to have an extremely 
easy time of it.

of funds and too high a price tag on 
the motel. 

RCD projectmanager Lisa Grady 
said that the motel’s owner is ask- 
ing in excess of $500,000 for the 
property. She said RCD wants to 
pay a “significantly lower” price 
for the land, and that it is ready to 
submit a revised offer. 

Grady also said that RCD has 
been having problems obtaining the 
county funds necessary to buy the 
property, but thatitstill hopes to see 
the project through.

Jay Clark, commander of inves- 
tigations for the El Cerrito Police 
Department, said that although 
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there were a larger-than-normal 
number of crimes committed on the 
BART path during the two-month 
stretch, they are not indicative of 
any upswing in criminal activity in 
El Cerrito. 

Clark said that overall the num- 
ber of crimes committed in El 
Cerrito has not gone up by any 
significant degree, although in re- 
cent years the number of crimes 
committed by juveniles, especially 
violent ones, has. 

Victims of the crimes commit- 
ted on the BART path during the 
two-month period include: 

¢ An El Cerrito man who was 
attacked by six juveniles aged 10 to 
17, who took his bike and wallet at 
gunpoint.

Givens said he is concerned. “Any 
time people are held up with weap- 
ons or strong-armed for their prop- 
erty, it’s a priority,” he said. 

Givens suggested that people not 
use the path after dark if they can 
help it, because it gives those in- 
clined to commit robberies all the 
more chance to do so. 

Clark echoed Givens’ warning 
about citizens making themselves 
vulnerable. 

“Basically, the crimes commit- 
ted are crimes of opportunity,” he 
said. “When people minimize the 
opportunities, they are less likely to 
be victimized.”

Assembly candidates speak to seniors

ALBANY — Attendance was 
standing room only Monday when 
Assembly candidates for the 14th 
district spoke at Albany’s Senior 
Center. More than 50 seniors tumed 
out to hear what the five would-be 
successors to Tom Bates long-held 
seat in the state legislature had to 
Say. 

In this new era of term limits, the 
faces and names of most of these 
candidates were new to Albany citi- 
zens. The clear exception was Rob- 
ert Cheasty, former Mayor of Al- 


bany. 

The term limit issue was a recur- 
ring theme, which was addressed to 
greatest advantage by Dion Aroner, 
20 year staff member for Tom Bates 
and Bates chosen sucessor. With all 
the experienced legislators forced 
to leave, she stressed her years do- 
ing legislative work as critical, 
needed know-how to fill the posi- 
tion. 

What was familiar to the audi- 
ence was the make-up of the panel. 
It was stacked with democrats and 
with democratic agendas — no 
suprise for this historically demo-

Capitelli, who plans to construct 
between four and six condomini- 
ums on the property priced at mar- 
ket value. 

Regardless of the future of the 
Site, most of the motel’s neighbors 
were happy about its closure.

DeJong, an Albany Re- 
publican, challenged Wallace on 
the voucher issue, pointing out that 
Private schools can be selective 
about students where public schools 
have to serve everyone. 

Wallace’s business resume is 
hefty. He worked as a marketing

Albany mayor wants 
Sierra Club out of suit

OAKLAND—Tempers are run- 
ning high once again over Albany’s 
Golden Gate Fields cardroom law- 
Suit. 

The Executive Committee of the 
San Francisco Bay Chapter of the 
Sierra Club postponed discussion 
Monday night of a letter Tequest by 
Albany Mayor Mike Brodsky that 
it adopt a position of non-involve- 
ment in the lawsuit. 

The nine-member committee 
tabled discussion until its Feb. 12 
Meeting, citing a lack of time to 
contemplate the letter sent to mem- 
bers of the committee Sunday night. 

“We tabled the issue because 
people didn’t have adequate no- 
tice,” said Jeff Colden, chair of the 
committee. 

Brodsky’s request refers to a 
resolution pasoed in June, 1995, by 
the committee authorizing its legal 
representative to file an advisory, 
friend of the court brief to augment 
the existing lawsuit against the pro- 
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posed cardroom. 

Although a brief was filed this 
summer, the judge in the case did 
Not allow it to be entered. Another 
brief can be filed, however, if and 
when the case is appealed. 

The lawsuit, filed on Feb. 1, 1995 
by the nonprofit Albany group Citi- 
zens for Responsible Government, 
stems from the passage of Measure 
F by Albany voters in November, 
1994 to allow British gaming giant 
Ladbroke Racing Inc. toconstructa 
150-table, 24-hour cardroom at the 
Golden Gate Flelds racetrack on 
the Albany waterfront .

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Might as well sit back 
and enjoy the spoils 


“OUR TOWN HAS NEW COMMITTEES to 
study glitzing up San Pablo Avenue, to study 
sprucing up Solano Avenue. There’s no use to talk 
about preserving Albany’s small town character 
while the city depends on the race track for its 
survival ... there must be a better way to run a 
town. 

“Gambling gathers around itself the tacky and 
the tawdry. The sin is the egregious greed 
gambling fosters, the greed that makes us eager to 
shove individual responsibility for solving public 
problems off onto poor dreamers ...” 

That was this space’s preachy opinion on Oct. 
12, 1989. Seven years later glitzing and sprucing 
plans are still on the drawing board and there’s a 
new game in town. 

THERE WAS AN ELEMENT OF SURPRISE 
in the cardroom’s coming to Albany. While we 
were sleeping, a really-big international gambling 
establishment blew into town and offered us a 
Faustian bargain: our principles for really-big 
money. Well, the money may look really-big to us 
yokels, but I suspect it’s a minor cost of doing 
business to Ladbroke. 

The sell-out by city officials and their minions 
apparently posed no problem. They quickly put 
together some dire financial predictions, since 
modified, and sped the cardroom to the ballot with 
surprising alacrity. Whether or not there is a 
nexus between the amazing escalation of 
candidate campaign spending and the winners’ 
support of the cardroom is still a mystery to many. 
If it has four legs and barks like a dog, I suppose 
it could be a dog. 

The hitch was being required to sell a cardroom 
to pesky voters. So we were wooed and won with 
a mind-altering, money’s-no-object, new-style, 
public relations campaign unseen in the annals of 
Albany history. Money for nothing beckoned and 
the deal was done. 

AS THE CITIZENS’ LAW SUIT delayed 
consummation of the deal in Albany and 
Ladbroke captured the spoils in San Pablo, I 
entertained the possibility for awhile that the 
scheme had unravelled. But with with the 
popularity of gambling as a source of government 
revenue on the rise and the readiness of California 
voters to approve on the decline, Ladbroke’s 
ticket to ride in Albany must have become even 
more valuable.

Personally I am not optimistic about the 
success of the suit against the perpetrators by 
citizens who have refused to cave in. It appears to 
me that the shine has worn off such suits since the 
Sierra Club slapped Disney long ago. Observation 
tells me that you really can’t fight city hall in 
court and win, especially if the voters have 
approved, unless your accusations are of out-and- 
out criminality. Support for their cause by 
cardroom owners outside of town — who say, 
surely ironically, that cardrooms are the devil’s 
work — doesn’t exactly inspire confidence in the 
citizens’ idealism either. So Albany does have a 
cardroom in its future, I think, probably with 
fewer tables than the 150 bandied about during 
the campaign. Ladbroke is now saying “25 to 50,” 
but not whether the same million- dollar deal with 
Albany will apply. 

So what’s wrong with that? 

THE MAYOR ANDI AGREE that the 
residents of Albany will continue to live out their 
same happy lives never noticing there’s a 
cardroom in town. The city has become 
accustomed to depending more or less on 
gambling money since the race track opened in 
1947. Few of us ever go there and, after seeing 
Ladbroke’s Casino San Pablo, I doubt if any 
mentionable number of us will patronize a 
cardroom. We can merely collect the money and 
proceed in our same-old same-old oblivious ways. 

Whether the carrot at the end of Ladbroke’s 
stick, i.e., building a Bay Trail and otherwise 
prettifying up the Albany waterfront in exchange 
for a cardroom, will lure Albany families to stroll 
there as advertised remains to be seen. After years 
of talk about how to make I-80, the dividing wall 
between residential Albany and the race track, 
figuratively tumble down, the new plan might do 
it. 

YES, VIRGINIA, there is a cardroom in 
Albany’s future. Until the citizenry rises up en 
masse to throw it and the race track out of town, 
we may as well relax and enjoy it.

Your Dec. 14 article on the Jawsuit being pursued 
against Albany and its citizens, who with their votes 
approved Measure F, presented some disturbing facts.

ALBANY —A 39-year-old man 
was shot to death on Wednesday, 
Jan. 3 at 5:19 p.m. while driving his 
truck and trailer on Washington 
Avenue between Cleveland Avenue 
and Pierce Street. 

Police believe the shooting was 
the result of a dispute between the 
victim and another man earlier that 
day ina neighboring jurisdiction. A 
suspect has been identified, and as 
of Tuesday police were seeking to 
obtain a warrant for his arrest. 

The only description of the sus- 
pect released by police Tuesday is 
that the suspect has a substantial 
criminal history. 

Although the victim has been 
identified, police were withholding 
his name until his family could be 
notified. 

Residents of the quiet, residen- 
tial block on which the shooting 
occurred reported hearing a loud 
pop when the gun went off. There 
were no witnesses, although there 
were reports of a dark-colored car 
fleeing the scene. 

The victim, a white male who 
police believe lived out of a trailer 
in Richmond, was shot through the 
chest by a handgun in the .38 calibur 
range as he drove his truck and 
trailer east along Washington Av- 
enue. He was taken to Highland 


Hospital in Oakland, where he was 
pronounced dead at 5:57 p.m, 

The bullet penetrated the victim’s 
lung and aorta and exited through 
his back, police said. 

The block on which the shooting 
occurred was cordoned off Wednes- 
day night as police searched through 
the victim’s truck and trailer. The 
victim’s 5-month-old puppy was 
found inside the vehicle unharmed. 

Many who work and live in Al- 
bany expressed shock that such a 
thing could happen in broad day- 
light in this quiet, middle class 
neighborhood at the base of the I-80 
freeway. 

“It’s concerning to know that 
things are getting so out of hand,” 
said Sharon Ledbetter, a Solano 
Avenue business owner. 

Albany Police Chief Larry 
Murdo said that residents should 
not be overly alarmed because of 
the shooting. “This is not the kind 
of random, wanton crime where 
residents have to worry about walk- 
ing down the street,” said Murdo. 

Albany normally averages one 
homocide per year. The last 
homocide occurred on July 23, 
1995, when a 50-year-old transient, 
James McLean, was stabbed to 
death at a homeless encampment 
on the Southern Pacific railroad 
tracks 12 mile north of Gilman 
Street. 


New cemetery setback

EL CERRITO — The El Cerrito 
City Council has set a limit on how 
close to private residential property 
the Sunset View Cemetery can place 
a grave. At its Jan. 2 meeting, the 
council followed staff’s recommen- 
dation that a 5-foot side setback 
minimum be established, with 8- 
feet being maintained as the aver- 
age. 

The 5-foot limit has been gener- 
ally followed by the cemetery for 
years, with about 3,000 interments 
made between 1947 and 1975, fol- 
lowing R-1 (single family residen- 
tial) zoning guidelines. The 6.15 
acre parcel lying within El Cerrito 
city limits was zoned R-1 in 1953. 

The problem has been that the 
cemetery was changed from R-1 
zoning in 1975 to Zone F, Open 
Space. Under that zoning, 50-foot 
froni, rear and side setbacks should 
have been required; the City Coun- 
cil did not at that time think to 
amend the zoning for cemetery uses.

forced by the city, and cemetery 
representatives said they had never 
been aware of the change. 

The issue came to public atten- 
tion last year when a neighboring 
resident, Margaret O’Connell, re- 
ported that the cemetery was con- 
structing a grave within 15-inches 
of her property. She suggested a 10- 
foot setback as more appropriate. 

Eventually, O’Connell instituted 
a lawsuit. The City Council was 
ordered by the judge in the case to 
make a legislative decision on the 
question by February. The 
O’Connell lawsuit itself was settled 
between the resident and the cem- 
etery. 

In November, council members 
heard testimony from neighbors 
particularly distressed by a cem- 
etery plan to excavate a large area 
that would include 600 graves, us- 
ing a different and more cost-effec- 
tive method than the digging of 
individual graves. 

At their Jan. 3 meeting, how- 
ever, council members heard resi-

EL CERRITO — City staff has 
filed an application with the Metro- 
politan Transportation for $205,000 
in Federal “Transportation En- 
hancement Activities” funds. Ac- 
cording to community development 
manager Gerry Raycraft, it was 
MTC staff that encouraged the city 
to apply for the funding, after resi- 
dent Steve Price of Sustainable El 
Cerrito sent a letter outlining the 
city’s objectives and efforts to cre- 
ate a “transit village” in the area of 
E| Cerrito Plaza. 

In voting in support of the appli- 
cation at the City Council’s Jan. 3 
meeting, Councilmember Norma 
Jellison extended the council’s ap- 
preciation to Price. 

“It was at his enthusiasm that we 
put this proposal together,” she said. 
“He was instrumental in helping 
staff. 

“.. It’s important to go after these 
funds.” 

“Tf we get this, we’ ll have a good 
chunk of change to do some plan- 
ning,” added Councilmember 
Norman La Force. 

Raycraft said he felt most help- 
ful about receiving funding for the 
bicycle “garage” portion of the ap- 
plication. El Cerrito has requested 
$117,000 to provide asecure, roofed 
bike parking area on the Ohlone 
Greenway within view of the BART 
attendant’s booth, thus increasing 
the use of bikes for access to BART. 

Should the funding be approved, 
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City seeks grant for EC Plaza 


the city would need to match the 


grant with $29,000. 


In the application, staff referred 
to Japanese studies which show a 
greatly increased bike ridership 
when secure bike storage facilities 


are installed. 


The second funding request in 
the city’s application asks for 
$88,000 to help develop a strategic 
plan for creating a transit village in 
the area of the Plaza and the BART 
Station. MTC appears to have an 
interest in that project, according to 
Raycraft and city planner Ed 
Phillips, who had to put the applica- 
tion packet together under a short 
deadline, though it is not clear a 
Strategic plan is eligible for 
Tranportation Enhancement Activi- 


ties monies. 
The strategic plan would include 


a variety of elements, including 


public process, market analysis and 
land use implementation strategies. 


If the entire application was ap- 


proved, the city would need to come 
up with a $41,000 match for both 
projects. 


Phillips told the council staff 


hopes matching funds will come 
from contributions of the Plaza 


owners or “the Redevelopment 


Agency, maybe as a last resort.” 
In the application, staff refers to 


BART’s joint development plans 


for the Plaza station, which “call for 
a development of approximately 
180 housing units” with a 6,000 
square foot retail component, on a 


portion of the station parking lot. 

The application states that “the 
city hopes to lead a public-private 
effort to expand and upgrade the 
aging shopping center and design 
the mixed-use development and 
garage. The intention is to integrate 
the commercial area with the hous- 
ing, transit and recreational func- 
tions, to create a true “Transit Vil- 
lage’ which will become the new 
center of the E] Cerrito community 
and surrounding areas. 

“The overall Transit Village 
project would enhance the BART 
system, and interfacing surface tran- 
sit, by concentrating an array of 
ridership-generating activities 
within 1/4 mile of the BART sta- 
tion. Activities would include new 
multi-family housing, expanded 
and rejuvenated retail facilities, 
employment opportunities andrec- 
reational facilities along the Ohlone 
Greenway and Cerrito Creek corri- 
dors.” 

The report also refers to Milton 
Bilak’s plans “to expand with ‘pad’ 
stores” and the extensive vacant 
space he owns in his portion (about 
half) of El Cerrito Plaza. 

“For these reasons, the city needs 
to arm itself with strategies to take 
advantage of the evolving situation 
in the area, to steer events toward 
the Transit Village objective,” the 
application reads, 

Should the city decide to pursue 
a program of community planning

Former Albany mayor awarded 


RobertE. Nichols, former Mayor 
of the city of Albany and Deputy 
District Attorney for the County of 
Marin has been awarded the Pros- 
ecutor of the Year Award by the 
Marin County District Attorney 
Jerry R. Herman. 

The Prosecutor of the Year 
Award is presented to Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorneys for leadership and 
outstanding personal achievement 
in the performance of the duties of 
a district attorney. 

Nichols, a 1973 graduate of Al- 
bany High School, has been em- 
ployed by the Marin County Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Office for 11 years 
and was appointed deputy district 
attorney in charge of the Consumer 
and Environmental Unit in Febru- 
ary 1989. 

Since assuming that position, 


Nichols has prosecuted several no- 
table cases, most recently including 
prosecution of a false advertising 
action against Microsoft Corpora- 
tion. 

The case was based on alleged 
false advertising in the sale of the 
Microsoft Officer product. 
Microsoft, which settled the case 
without admitting guilt, agreed to 
provide free computer software for 
each school district in the Cali- 
fornia. The settlement, valued by 
some at over $6 million was her- 
alded by education officials, includ- 
ing Superintendent of Public In- 
struction Delane Easton, as a sig- 
nificant benefit to California 
schools. 

Other noteworthy cases included 
prosecution of BMW of America 
for allegedly falsely advertising an 


engine, which BMW claimed was 
tun for more than 100,000 miles 
and showed no signs of wear. In 
resolution of the case BMW, with- 
out admitting any wrongdoing, 
agreed to conduct a program of 
corrective advertising, provided ex- 
tended warranties for purchasers of 
autos with the advertised engine, 
and paid penalties and costs of 
$450,000. 

Nichols, a former member of the 
Albany City Council, served two 
terms as mayor and three terms as 
vice mayor before retiring in 1992. 
During his tenure on the city coun- 
cil, the city constructed its new 
Library/Community Center andthe 
Albany teen Center. 

Nichols is also a former presi- 
dent of the Albany Lions Club and 
continues to serve as its secretary.

“Taking care of children’s needs 
is the currency of love. It is a much 
more effective way of loving than 
saying, ‘I love you.’” 

‘This is the sentence that leapt 
out to me as I read one of Thomas 
McMahon’s handout sheets pre- 
pared for the students in his “Parent- 
ing” workshop. The sheet is titled 
“Parenting With Joy and Success.” 

It is the workshop he is holding 
at University Village in Albany on 
Feb. 7 that induced Kay Reed to 
call me about this very interesting 

_ man. The two-hour workshop (6 to 
8 p.m.) is free. 

He is also holding workshops in 
Richmond in February and March 
(30 hours, with tuition), as well as 
one in Oakland in March which is a 
donation to Bananas. 

But it is the man, Thomas 
McMahon, who interested me. In 
our long conversation I found him 
to be a gentle, caring man whose 
eyes lit up when he spoke of the two 
things most important to him: his 
family and PRH. 

It was learning about PRH and 
meéting the woman he knewshould 
be his wife that led McMahon to 
leave the priesthood and opt for a 
life of service outside the religious 
world. 

PRH stands for Personality and 
Human Relations. (Yes, the letters 
don’t match. PRH actually stands 
for “Personalite et Relations 
Humaines,” a system started by 
French educator Andre Rochais, 
who “devoted his life to exploring 
the depths of the person.”) 

In browsing through the pam- 
phlet McMahon gave me about 
PRH, I find that PRH educators 
“are selected for their character and 
their ability to incorporate PRH 
values into their personal live.”’ 

They must complete a minimum 
of six years of required PRH educa- 
tion plus personal and professional 
training before a three-year license 
is issued. 

Thus PRH, and his training and 
years of experience as a priest, have 
become a way of life for Tom, as 
well as his wife Kathy Ahoy, a 
public health nurse, and 8-year-old 
son Sean. 

A softness in his voice and the 
slightest of accents revealed 
McMahon’s Irish beginnings. He 
was one of 10 children in what was 
then a poor family. Education, he 
tells us, was not automatic and for 
thé average child, such as he, it 
ended with grade school.

He felt it 
accentuated the pain and frustra- 
tion felt by the young people.

A wise statement, but one we have ignored in 
California. Our governor and legislature have 
provided so little funding for our schools that we 
rank at the bottom of all the states in our support 
for public education. Our West Contra Costa 
Unified Schools cannot educate our kids without 
our help. It is in the best interest of our 
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community to do all we can to assist them. 


Schools are key to a healthy community, and I 
am determined to focus on youth this year. It’s 
appropriate then to note the work of James S. 
Coleman, professor of social relations at Johns

The cardroom would provide. Al- 
bany with $1.35 million up front in 
licensing fees, as well as a guaran- 
teed $1.2 million a year in tax rev- 
enue. 

The lawsuit alleges, among other 
things, that Measure F is in violation 
of the California Environmental Qual- 
ity Act, and that itis inconsistent with 
Albany’s General Plan. 

Although the lawsuit was mled 
against in October, the decision has 
yet to be filed. The CRG has prom- 
ised an appeal. 

In his letter, Brodsky claims the 
lawsuit is nota defense of CEQA, but 
rather “an abuse of environmental 
litigation to achieve non-environmen- 
tal goals.” 

By supporting the lawsuit, said 
Brodsky, the Sierra Club “gives op- 
ponents of CEQA the ammunition 
they need when they go before the 
legislature to have CEQA gutted.” 

Brodsky said he sent the letter not 
as mayor of Albany but as a con- 
cerned Sierra Club member. e 

“Tt’s nota good thing for the Sierra 
Club to get involved in this non- 
environmental issue,” he said. 

Tempers flared as a result of the 
letter. CRG member John Shively 
sent a copy of the letter to this news- 
paper, characterizing it as a political 
ploy. 

“Brodsky actively campaigned for 
the re-election of committee chair 
Jeff Golden and several other com- 
mittee members in the recent chapter 
election. It appears that seeking Si- 
erra Club withdrawal is political 
payback time.” 

“Oh my God,” said Golden when 
told of the note. Golden called the 
suggestion “absurd” and said it was 
“Tidiculous to suggest a payback 
here.” 

“Brodsky lent some assistance (in 
the election),” said Golden, “as did 
dozens and dozens and dozens of 
other people.” 

CRG president David Arkin, who 
has butted heads with Brodsky over 
many issues in the past, was present 
at the meeting, as was Brodsky. Nei- 
ther spoke. 

“(Brodsky’ s) letter says worse 
things about him than it does about 
us,” Arkin said. 

Shively accused the letter of “to- 
tally misrepresenting and convolut- 
ing the facts.” 

Much of the sebate over the letter 
stems from legal assertions made by 
Brodsky in regards to the lawsuit. 
Still more comes as a result of 
Brodsky’s accusation of “moral an- 
tipathy toward gambling before any 
environmental or CEQA arguments 
were raised” on the partof CRG mem-

Confinement of pets: an important Bay Area issue

and cats are generally tolerated at 
large until they become a pro- 
blem for someone. The way in 
which animals may be confined 
is spelled out in State Law, PC 
(597(t). This law states that “Eve- 
ry person who keeps an animal 
confined in an enclosed area shall 
provide it with an adequate exer- 
cise area. If the animal is restrict- 
ed by a leash, rope, or chain, the 
leash, rope, or chain shall be 
affixed in such a manner that it 
will prevent the animal from 
becoming entangled or injured 
and permit the animal’s access to 
adequate shelter, food and water. 
Violation of this section consti- 
tutes a misdemeanor. This section 
shall not apply to an animal 
which is in transit, in a vehicle, or 
in the immediate control of a per- 
son. (Enacted 1970; Amended 
1971) 

It is all too common a practice 
for people to tie up dogs when 
they do not have adequate fenc- 
ing or do not want to take time to 
properly socialize and train them. 
Most of the cases humane offic- 
ers investigate are complaints 
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shots, police cars, screams, cars and 
people crying.

about chained up dogs. I am not 
referring to tying a dog’s leash for 
a few minutes while you use the 
ATM or step inside a store for 
coffee, but those tie-out situations 
in which a dog is tied up in a yard 
for hours on end, day after day. In 
that situation, several things start 
to happen. The first is that the dog 
is likely to vent his or her frustra- 
tion by barking, tugging and dig- 
ging. Following that is often a 
behavioral syndrome called “teth- 
er aggression,’ in which a dog 
becomes generally aggressive and 
sometimes dangerous in response 
to the frustration of being con- 
stantly tied up. Even though con- 
fining an animal is legal in some 
situations, there are better solu- 
tions to confinement that create a 
nicer environment for the owner 
and the dog. 

Most trainers and humane socie- 
ties advocate early “crate train- 
ing” for dogs. Used properly, the 
dog crate or exercise pen creates 
a sense of security and peace in 
the dog so he or she can learn to 
be quiet and not destructive 
indoors. Dogs that are house- 
trained and calm inside do not 
have to be left outdoors, exposed 
to all the stimuli coming from the 
street and neighborhood. Dogs 
often become habitual barkers, 
diggers or escape artists as a 
result of being left outdoors.

Because of their sensitivity to 
sounds, sights and smells, dogs 
left outdoors frequently experi- 
ence a lot of stress. They attempt 
to respond to all they smell and 
hear and instinctive responses 
clash with their need to be good 
and obedient pack members. The 
result is stress, which creates 
many problems constant outdoor 
dogs have. Nevertheless, it is 
necessary for some owners to 
keep their dogs outdoors. 

Tying up or chaining is the least 
desirable way to keep a dog out- 
side. It will ultimately cost you 
more in veterinary care, groom- 
ing and behavior problem 
expenses, not to mention the fact 
that you may have to deal with 
the authorities if your neighbors 
are offended by this practice. It is 
much better to purchase or build a 
portable kennel run with a dog- 
house and good drainage than to 
try to get by with a marginal sit- 
uation. Dogs kept outdoors need 
dry ground, a shelter elevated 
above the ground, shade and a 
good water supply that can’t be 
tipped over. Other amenities can 
and should include a soft pad to 
lie on (something that won’t soak 
up water and dirt), safe toys or 
other entertainment and an insu- 
lated area in cold weather (lining 
the inside of the doghouse with 
carpet and providing a worklight 
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ning program, but no commitment 
has yet been made to Morgan for 
his services.

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Jazzy start to symphony’s ’96 season 


There could have been no better 
start for the New Year then to be a 
part of the Mendelssohn performance.

Much of that credit for 
orchestral excellence should go to 
the Berkeley Symphony’s current 
concertmaster, none other than Stuart 
Canin - long may he reign.

Museum of Modem Art that she pre-

the Berkeley Symphony is a distinct 
coup, as well as a mark of how far the 
orchestra has come in 25 years. 

The program’s centerpiece was 
the contemporary Russian composer 
Sofia Gubaidulina’s Concerto for 
Symphony Orchestra and Jazz Band, 
written 20 years ago when Russia 
was still the linchpin of the Soviet 
sphere. That in itself makes the con- 
certo pretty remarkable as the music 
seems to be the last word in “cool,” 
bearing little of the empty fervor and 
surface patriotism that is often closely 
identified with the so-called Soviet 
tractor school of music. 

Instead, Gubaidulina’s music is a 
joyous and optimistic amalgamation

public to this Record of Human Ero- 
sion. And here are some of the cap- 
tions she sent to Washington to ex- 
plain the photographs she made for 
the Farm Security Administration. 
The collaboration with Taylor gave 
Lange’s work a new purpose and a 
new audience, but the underlying ar- 
tistic talent, above all her special sen- 
sitivity to body language, had devel- 
oped during her years as a portraitist, 
though scarcely any of this is shown 
here. So when she turned to docu- 
menting the miseries of the Depres- 
sion she could make the stance of a 
man seen from behind more expres- 
sive than his face would have been, 
and she could emphasize the dignity 
and determination of her subjects. 
Particularly revealing are the con- 
tact sheets shown in a few cases here, 
more in the later work. Lange was 
not a skiiled technician and it is pos- 
sible to find fault with uneven expo- 
sures or poorly framed extra shots, 
but exhibiting this material shows 
how she proceeded. Snapping some 
people when she saw an expressive 
gesture or posture she would later 
extract the one figure who had caught 
her eye and crop the image closely 
for maximum effect. Some photog- 
raphers would consider this cheating 
because at the moment of clicking the 
shutter she did not necessarily visual- 
ize the final picture, but such a purist 
doctrine collapses in the face of the 
best of this work. Powerful expres- 
sion is the purpose and we must allow 
the artist her working method. 
After war broke out Lange docu- 
mented the terrible evacuation of 
Japanese-Americans from the Bay 
Area but very little of that work is 
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of two separate-but-equal styles of 
music, as cellist Matthew Brubeck 
pointed out in brief remarks. With the 
buoyant participation of members of 
the Berkeley High and Cal State/ 
Hayward Jazz Bands, the jazz ele- 
ments, floating over the secure to- 
nalities of the orchestra, were an eclec- 
tic mix of everything from Miles 
Davis to improvisation. 


As conservative as the music sounded 
to contemporary ears, it was prob- 
ably pretty forward-looking for Rus- 
sia in the ’70s, differing vastly from 
the spiritual introspection that informs 
much of Gubaidulina’s outputas well. 
But with her sure grasp of voices, 
Gubaidulina makes it all sound quite 
right. The music has already served 


shown here because that government 
project is not included in the Oakland 
archive.

the life she wants, she asserts, despite 
regular beatings by her pimp (Julian 
Sands).

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score is a vast programatic canvas. Its 
broad emotional content and themes 
make it often sound like an opera, 
indeed it began life as sketches for an 
opera, but structurally, the work is 
symphonic in scope.

Nagano 
had a firm hand on all the episodic 
details, giving the music the grand 
shape and scope it wants and de- 
serves.

It’s official. The Santa Fe Bar & Grill has a new owner. As of last 
week, Ahmad Behjati took command of the University Avenue estab- 
lishment. Behjati is no stranger to Santa Fe, however. His association 
with the original owner, Faz Porsohi, dates back to the 80’s. The ac- 
claimed restaurateur enlisted Behjati’s services in many of his opera- 
tions over the years. Since Behjati eventually enjoyed a partnership as 
well as the duties of director of operations at Santa Fe, the transition 
seems a natural one. 

The restaurant is located at the site of the old Santa Fe railroad depot 
which was established in 1904. The location became a restaurant in 1969 
and continues to offer elegant charm and style. 

One of the recent changes here has taken place in the kitchen. Chef 
Michael Rech has returned to the Bay Area from Atlanta after a six-year 
absence. Rech’s relationship with the area goes back a long way and in- 
cludes an eclectic array of responsibilities that range from the Biltmore 
Hotel to private clubs such as the Bohemian Club to hospital facilities 
and finally to teaching at San Francisco’s California Culinary Academy. 

It was the discovery of Chef Rech’s association with the Mirabeau in 
downtown Oakland that touched me. For 20 years, this Oakland treasure 
offered fine dining at the Kaiser Center overlooking the garden. Known 
as Central Park for the past decade, the Mirabeau was a favorite spot of 
my late father Perry Phillips, Oakland Tribune columnist. While the 
flambe’ dishes of the Mirabeau days are not to be discovered at the Santa 
Fe Bar & Grill, the experience and masterful touch of Chef Rech are. 

Hailing from Frankfurt, Germany, where he also studied his profes- 
sion, Chef Rech creates dishes that are well executed, fresh and distinc- 
tive. The Caesar salad is not overly laced with dressing but iastead pre- 
sented with hearts of romaine, delicate croutons and a perfect dressing 
without a heavy hand of garlic ($5.95). Gambas Catalan is a wonderful 
appetizer consisting of seared rock shrimp prepared with red pepper 
flakes, garlic and green onion in a very light flavorful wine/butter sauce 
($4.95). Additional starters include smoked duck breast risotto with wild 
mushrooms and diced red bellpepper ($5.95), fried calamari with salsa 
and baby greens ($4.95) and gravlax - marinated salmon on baby greens 
served with a dill honey mustard ($5.50). 

The entrees offer attention to presentation and feature such dishes as 
marinated lamb chops accented with sauteed Fuji apples, mushrooms 
and a cognac cream sauce ($17.95) and seared ahi tuna that has been 
peppered and is accompanied by grilled portobella mushrooms and 
mashed potatoes ($14.95). Smoked salmon pizza ($10.95), Italian 
sausage pizza ($10.95), salmon, chicken, New York steak and pasta di- 
shes complete the menu which reflects seasonal offerings. 

One more observation worthy of mentioning is the service. This is an 
area in the industry that has unfortunately declined over the years. If a 
foodserver ever wanted a lesson in accomplished service, then Moham- 
med Afrashet is the perfect mentor. His attention to detail, knowledge 
and instinct are refreshing in a day and age where these standards have 
become a luxury. 

The Santa Fe Bar & Grill is located at 1310 University Ave. in Ber- 
keley.

Dion Aroner 


Aroner has been Tom Bates’ Chief of Staff and is Chief 

Consultant to the Assembly Human Services Committee. 

She made a case for electing some one who knows 
who’s who, how the state budget works and how to geta bill 
through the legislative process. 

Much of the legislation she has prepared while on Bates’ 
staffhas focused on family issues suchas long-term care and 
children’s mental health. With threatened roll-backs in 
environmental protection, health care, and education nation- 
ally, Aroner anticipates a similar agenda from republicans 
at the state level. 

With her experience in Sacramento, Aroner said “I 
believe I can fight the right-wing and I can win.” 

Aroner’s priorities are squarely in line with the demo- 
cratic agenda: education, health care and the environment. 
She supports the public education system and spoke princi- 
pally about the financial troubles of many of the school 
systems in the 14th district - with the execption of Albany. 

She supports a single-payer health care plan, and plans to 
examine current models in Hawaii and Oregon. 

Possibly sticking her neck out, Aroner also vowed to 
complete the East Bay Shoreline Park by the end of her six 
years in office, if elected. 


Robert Cheasty 


Democrat Robert Cheasty, champion of the Solano Stroll 
and veteran of Albany’s EQPP (earthquake preparedness) 
program, carved out his identity in this race as a family man. 
Although the other candidates mentioned their teenage and 
college age children, Cheasty cast himself as different from

“Tn the regular season, you're there to have fun, to have 
a good time, to lear the fundamentals.” Among other 
basics, he said, “you’re teaching them how not to make a 
mental mistake.” 

Post-season, however, “you’re playing to win.” 

While Paolini, whomanaged ateam for nine years, places 
astrong emphasis on the fun of the game, there are those who 
question whether an orientation toward producing atop All- 
Star team influenced the board in its decision, 

“Tt’s obvious they’re getting serious about All-Stars,” 
said Ed Hammer, president of the board of the Tara Hills 
recreational baseball league. 

As far as Hammer is concemed, “if you open up to major 
league lead offs and stretches, it would be a merry-go-round. 
The kids could run, run, run; playing would be a waste of 
time.” 

Hammer believes “you don’t have the talent throughout 
the league to support that. Very few leagues (for example) 
can support six catchers to throw kids out from a 70-foot 
stretch.” 

The situation would make a steal from first to second 
absurdly easy, he believes. 

Hammeradded that, though “the option to try” the stricter 
Tules at the younger age is open to anyone, he doesn’t know 
of any league that does so. Neither does Bill Brizendine, 
vice-president of the hardball division of the Piedmont 
Baseball Foundation. In Piedmont, 11 year olds are intro- 
duced to the three main major league rules — lead-offs, 
pitcher with stretch, taking first when the catcher drops a 
third strike; major league distances between bases are not 
introduced until age 15. 

He also said, “In sanctioned tournament play, they do 
have those rules, but with 60-foot baselines, it’s pretty 
ridiculous to have the kids do that. With a 5- to 10-foot 
leadoff, it cuts the run to 50 feet. A kid would automatically 
have second base; that’s kind of silly. Atage 11 or 12, with 
a 70-foot base, it seems to even out.” 

Brizendine noted some move at the national level to 
encourage trying out the harder rules at age 9 rather than 11, 
but that “very few leagues play under those rules.” 

Little League and the Babe Ruth organization begin 
playing under those rules at age 13, he noted. 

“The All-Star level can handle it; our players had fun in 
Sacramento,” said Brizendine, who believes the Sacra- 
mento leagues do start younger in general. “If we tried to do 
that in normal play, a lot of kids would be lost.” 

Paolini doesn’t see it that way; he believes coaching is the

Hello Goodbye: Oops! Did I say last week that 
it would be Buffalo and the 49ers in the Super 
Bowl? Well, as Emily Litella used to say, “Never 
mind!” 

So much for my career as a pigskin 
prognosticator. 

But for me, the saddest news from the gridiron 
wasn’t the Niners’ loss. It was the forced 
retirement of Miami Dolphins coach Don Shula, a 
man who deserved a better end to his career. 

In an era of great coaches — Walsh, Noll, 
Landry, et al. — The Big Fish was the greatest of 
them all. 

He won with strong running teams and he won 
with strong passing teams. He won with teams 
that had good offense and no defense, and with 
teams that had good defense and no offense. 

In the words of a rival coach, Bum Phillips, 
“He can take his’n and beat yours’n, or he can 
take yours’n and beat his’n.” 

And there’s one other testimonial: A few years 
ago, Sports Illustrated polled the NFL players and 
asked them which coach they’d most like to play 
for. 

Almost all of them named Shula. 

I doubt you’d get the same answer from today’s 
crop of pampered prima donnas, which just shows 
how much sports have degenerated in our time. 

Meanwhile, I’m also bummed by the retirement 
of my favorite politician: Edwin Edwards, the 
four-time governor of Louisiana. 

Now, I’ve always had a soft spot for charming 
rogues. And Edwards is the biggest rogue of them 
all. (And that’s saying a lot in a state that also 
produced Huey “Kingfish” Long and his brother 
Earl (who conducted an affair with stripper Blaze 
Starr in the statehouse). 

What I like best about Edwards is that he’s so 
brazen about it. His salary never paid more than 
$73,000 per year, yet he’s retiring as a multi- 
millionaire. (He claims he made the money 
gambling in Las Vegas!) 

He’s been investigated by 22 different grand 
juries. He’s been indicted on federal racketeering 
charges. But he’s never been found guilty of 
anything. 

Was he embarrassed by these scandals? Not for 
a second. His only comment was “The only way 
I'll ever be defeated is if I’m found in bed with a 
live boy or a dead girl.” i 

And in the last election, when he ran against 
Ku Klux Klansman David Duke, he plastered the 
state with bumper stickers reading, “Vote for the 
crook. It’s important.” 

Edwards is a classic example of Mr. Dooley’s 
definition of an honest politician: “one who, when 
bought, stays bought.” 

He may be a crook, but I’ll miss him. 

The third sad retirement is Justice Armand 
Arabian, who is stepping down next month from 
the California Supreme Court. 

He’s been labeled a conservative, but a closer 
look at his record shows he’s actually been an 
independent thinker who refused to be 
pigeonholed. 

He also deserves praise for refusing to do what 
so many other retired judges do — namely, raking 
in the big bucks by going into the lucrative field 
of private judging. 

But mostly, I admire him for the dignified way 
he endured all the abuse he got during the Persian 
Gulf War. 

It was an emotional time, and a lot of yahoos, 
who have probably never worn their country’s 
uniform a day in their life, decided to demonstrate 
their ”patriotism” by picking on any Arab they 
could find. (Never mind that there were more 
Arab countries on our side during that war than 
there were on the other side.) 

Naturally, Judge Arabian became one of their 
favorite targets. He got hate letters, obscene 

| phone calls — even death threats. But he handled 
them all with unfailing good humor and an utter 
lack of self-pity. 

Of course, anybody with a brain in his head ke 
would have realized that “Arabian” isn’t an Arab 
name at all. With an ending like “...ian,” it can 
only be of Armenian derivation. 

But that little fact never deterred the haters — 
assuming they were bright enough to know it, 
which I doubt.

One 13-year-old Kensington girl who uses the path to 
walk from St. John’s to the Del Norte BART station said she 
also feels uncomfortable when passing groups of men along 
the path, but that she usually walks with a group of five 
friends, 

Clark said the risk factor on the path could be reduced in 
a number of ways, including trimming back excess brush 
where potential attackers might hide, improving lighting 
along the path and use of the buddy system. 

He also said that citizens who see any suspicious activity 
should feel free to call the police department, which does not 
mind investigating potential trouble. 

One local group, the El Cerrito Crime Prevention Com- 
mittee, is working closely with the police to help fight crime. 

Lloyd Jung, a34-year El Cerritoresidentand chairman of 
the committee, said that the group meets regularly with 


them because he has very young children. His campaign 
flyer sports a photo of himself with his young son dangling 
from his shoulders, 

Cheasty’s campaign focused on the changing state bud- 
get atmosphere via federal block grants. When the panel of 
candidates was asked about the possibilities for a multi-year 
state budget, Cheasty was the only candidate to quickly 
recognize how block grants would affect that prospect. All 
liked the idea of multi-year budgets, but Cheasty said that 
block grants would change the budget each and every year. 

Standing before an audience of seniors, Cheasty zeroed 
in on what budget changes may mean to health care for older 
citizens. He promised to advocate to keep Highland Hospital 
and its trauma unit open. 

Although more prevalent in Republican agendas, crime 
was the third priority voiced by Cheasty. He advocated 
neighborhood watch programs and a three-minute response 
time for 911 services 

“We need to have communities where the police and 
neighbors work together . We need to have communities 
where people feel they have ownership in society,” he said. 


Mark Friedman 


Anothor Democrat with neighborhood appeal, Mark 
Friedman made his career inthe non-profitsector. Friedman, 
from El Cerrito, highlighted his experience supporting la- 
bor, social justice and environmental programs. Although an 
admitted idealist, Friedman sees economic development as 
a key legislative priority. 

Friedman’s non-profit career has been dedicated, he said, 
to“creating more taxpayersand less taxrecipients.” Friedman 
believes social problems can only be solved by providing 
economic and educational opportunities. 

He would like to see the economic pie expanded, he said, 
so that community services like senior centers will be kept 
alive 

He supports a strong public school system and applauded 
Albany schools, but with a warning. With Prop. 13, he said, 


“Most coaches don’t like changes, because they think it 
will affect their team’s competition,” said Paolini, adding 
that a rule introduced two years ago requiring that each 
player participate a minimum of three innings was opposed 
by managers at first but is now accepted.

the changes made,” Paolini said. 

“For the last two years we have had some problems with 
Managers in Mustangs,” he said, referring to one problem as 
“interpretation of ‘play in progress,” a judgement call that 
may be made by a youth umpire and argued down by the 
adults in charge. 

“We have 13 and 14 year old umpires,” he said. “Youcan 
imagine they were intimidated by the adults, and sometimes 
they backed down in determining play in progress. The 
(runners) were stealing the games blind.” 

According to Paolini, the kids weré already “discouraged 
and frustrated” last year, with so much stealing going on. 

In addition, he said, managers had a tendency not to play 
by the established rules, shaking hands on a “no Stealing” 
policy before an individual game. 

“They don’t have the option to do that,” Paolini said, 
adding that, in the end, “the board had to eliminate Stealing 
altogether or initiate the rule we initiated.” 

As far as physical stress is concemed, he said, “a kid 
won’t go out and pitch until he’s ready. Most (adults) want 
to win, they don’t want to take a kid and help him.” 

Paolini believes the number of pitches made is a much 
more important argument in discussions of physical stress 
onaplayer’sarm. The league’s rulesaddress that, he believe, 
since no player can pitch more than six innings per week. 
(Those who pitch three innings or more can’t pitch again for 
40 hours; those who pitch two or less must wait for 16 hours.) 

He also noted that kids often try to play by major league

curely, or the whole structure would 
be shaky. 

You’ve got the picture. Now 
think of houses as boxes. The houses 
we are most familiar with are usu- 
ally built on a concrete base,‘ the 
foundation. Concrete is a strong 
material, fairly impervious to water 
damage. Holes are dug and the con- 
crete is placed so that it is made 
stronger by the earth around it. 

Then pieces of wood called sills 
are attached to the concrete; the 
walls are attached to the sills. Roof 
rafters are added to the tops of the 
walls; then the roof. 

The exterior of the house box is 
sometimes covered with stucco, 
sometimes wood. Insulation and 
waterproof paper are often sand- 
wiched between the layers to help 
keep the cold and rain out. Some- 
times plywood shear walls are added 
to give strength to the corners. 

The top of the box, the roof, 
which may be covered in various 
materials, should keep water from 
leaking into the house: if itis put on 
correctly and if all the places where 
the pieces come together are tight. 

There are openings in the box: 
doors, windows a chimney and vents 
to allow people to enter and leave, 
to see outside, to let in light and to 
get smoke and gases out of the 
house. The openings will work well 
if they are sealed, if there are no 
holes around them. 

Those are the elements of the 
basic house box. If the materials

were good and the pieces were fit- 
ted well and securely; if no “giant” 
sits on the whole thing (high winds, 
earthquakes or streams running un- 
derneath), then it’s a fine box. 

Most houses also contain sys- 
tems to provide warmth and com- 
fort for the people who live in them: 
pipes that carry hot and cold water, 
wires that move electricity, some 
type of heating system and plumb- 
ing fixtures. 

There are usually appliances for 
cooking and for keeping food cold, 
machines for washing and drying 
dishes and clothes. There are clos- 
ets and cabinets for storing belong- 
ings and partitions with doors be- 
tween them that divide the inside of 
the house for different activities. 

Dazzling extras can be added, 
too. Electrically operated skylights, 
for example, or air conditioning, 
vacuum systems and built-in furni- 
ture; movie screens that automati- 
cally roll up, even indoor swim- 
ming pools with flowing waterfalls. 
But these are extras. They do not 
make up for a basic box that may be 
lacking 

See why thinking of a house as a 
box is helpful? It puts things in 
perspective. What you want is a 
good box; one that will last and is 
comfortable to spend time in. It sits 
solidly on its spot. It won’t sink or 
float off when it’s wet. Its sides and 
comers won’t bend or buckle. In-

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Rates fall again 


In its latest interest-rate sur- 
vey released Thursday, Janu- 
ary 4, 1996 the Federal Home 
Loan Mortgage Association 
(Freddie Mac) announced that 
the nationwide average for 30- 
year fixed rate mortgages was 
7.02 percent, down from the 
7.23 percent average the previ- 
ous week. 

Lenders were asking an ay- 
erage of 5.46 percent for the 
initial rate of an adjustable rate 
mortgage, down from 5.55 per- 
cent last week. 

Rates on the 15-year fixed, a 
popular option in the refinance 
market, averaged 6.56 percent, 
down from 6.65 percent the pre- 
vious week. 

On December 29, 1995, the 
Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board pegged the 11th District 
Cost-of Funds Index (COFI) for 
January payments at 5.119 per- 
cent, up from the 5.116 percent 
that was in effect for December 
payments.

I want to plant low maintenance 
shrubs. Do you have any sugges- 
tions? 

A There are so many plants to 
choose from. It is difficult to rec- 
ommend which ones because of the 
different variables in your particu- 
lar location. Such variables include: 
how tall you would want them to 
grow, would they be planted in sun 
or shade and how big is the area in 
question. I recommend talking to 
certified nursery persons at your 
local garden center and once they 
have this information, they can help 
you make some choices. It would

also be beneficial to make a draw- 
ing to scale, take a few pictures of 
the area and bring those with you to 
the nursery. 


Q: Every year, as soon as our 
peaches get to a good size and are 
still green, the squirrels eat them 
(which also causes a problem for 
our golden retriever because he tries 
to eat the pits). The squirrels get to 
our tree by way of a fence, which is 
brushing up against the tree. In the 
four years we’ve been here, never 
once have we gotten a ripe peach! 
How can we prevent this? 


A: The only remedy I can think 
of is to cover the tree with tree 
netting. Cover the foliage and bring 
the netting down and around the 
branches to prevent the squirrels 
from climbing under the netting. 
Keep adjusting the netting so the 
new growth doesn’t get tangled in 
it. 


Q: My problem is our heavy- 
producing 35 year-old apple tree. 
Last year it developed a “well” in 
the main trunk that filled with water 
during all the rain in the spring.

When checking references make 
sure to speak with both old and 
more recent clients. The contractor 
you are talking to will give you the 
dates he worked for the references. 
Double check the dates when talk- 
ing with the client. Remember, any 
question you do not ask now will be 
answered for you by your experi- 
ences.

When we discovered it, we scraped 
out all the mush in the center (about 
2' down), then drilled a drain hole 
from the outside. 

It dried out okay and produced 
an enormous amount of apples early 
in the season. What should we do to 
keep water out this year? Do we fill 
it with cement or attach a metal or 
plastic cover? The hole is five inches 
wide, 

A: Certainly, filling the hole with 
cement will do the trick. I recom- 
mend using a wire mesh in the ce- 
ment and filling the hole to within 3/ 
4 inch of the top. After it has dried, 
cover the opening with a thin coat of 
pruning paint; then let mother na- 
ture do its thing. You can also leave 
the cavity open, but protect its in- 
side with pruning paint leaving the 
drainage hole at the bottom. The 
pruning paint will act as a water 
sealer and prevent any further water
